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REPORT OF CHIEF OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the past year we have made a few changes which 
we hope will benefit all of us should the occasion arise. 

We have moved the siren onto the fire house. This can 
be controlled either from the firehouse or from the fire box 
at the Four Corners. 

The firemen are still holding dances and from these pro- 
eeeds they have purchased thirty feet of larger suction hose, 
a combination light and siren for the truck, a spot light which 
is mounted on the truck, some electric lanterns and a strainer. 
The town has purchased 500 feet more new hose which makes 
a total of 1,500 feet. 

A committee has been appointed and locations picked for 
water holes and contracts signed for some of the locations. 
We hope to get this work started in the early spring. 

There is a blackboard in the fire house for the purpose of 
telling where the fire truck is at all times. 

Also we have made a rack to care for the hose and dry it. 

We are still waiting for the telephone which the New 
Eng. Tel. & Tel. Co., promised us for the box at the Corners. 
This I feel sure we will have as soon as they can possibly do so. 

Besides the regular try-outs we have made, the apparatus 
has been out for one big fire and three chimney fires. 

We have had a couple of donations which were greatly 
appreciated. 

I wish to thank all who have helped in any way especially 
the firemen and their wives.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Sehool Board and Citizens of the Richmond School 
District : 
I herewith submit my first annual report as superintendent 
of schools. 
FINANCES 


The cash balance on hand on June 30, 1945, was $3,353.09. 
Inasmuch as the School Board knew last year that there was 
going to be a large sum of money on hand in June, 1945, they 
did not raise at the March meeting any sum of money to meet 
the statutory requirements which were estimated at that time 
to be $2,141. The School Board also estimated in March that 
there would be an additional amount of $744 on hand: over 
and above the amount needed to meet the statutory requirement 
for the school year 1945-1946. Therefore, the school budget 
presented in March, 1945, accounted for the use of $2,885.00 
of the $3,353.09 actually left over. This left a working balance 
of $468.09 over and above the estimated requirements for the 
school year 1945-1946. Inasmuch as the budget approved in 
March, 1945, was based on the operation of two schools, the 
amount of money raised was considerably in excess of the 
actual requirements after the decision was made to close the 
North Richmond school. The original estimates of the School 
Board have in several instances been exceeded because of un- 
expected increases in cost. For example, the estimated cost 
of transportation in March, 1945, was $375.00. The actual esti- 
mate for the school year 1945-1946 is, at present, $1,346.40. 
Employment of a music teacher for one hour each week has 
added a cost of $120.00. As a result of these changes, the 
School Board estimates that we will have approximately 
$1,100.00 on hand in June, 1946. 

It does not now appear that our state aid will be as high 
as last year. The State Board of Education has informed us 
that the $400,000 state equalization fund will be cut approxi-

mately $150,000 this year. Inasmuch as this fund was cut only 
$90,000 last year, the School Board has estimated an income 


of only $700.00 from this source, based on the fact that we 


received $1,023.70 last year. 


It is interesting to note that the March, 1945, estimated 
cost of operating the two Richmond schools was $6,116.00. The 
March, 1946, estimate for operating the one school at Richmond 
Four-Corners is $5,673.00. Because of the large cash on hand 
and other income, the total assessment on the district this year 
is $3,711. The increased cost of transportation and teachers’ 
salaries plus other increases in operating costs have, therefore, 
made the cost of operation of one school nearly as much as 
the cost of operating two schools a few years ago. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


The Four-Corners School should be painted in the near 
future, both inside and out. Plans are now being made to 
have the inside painted this year. The $100 appropriated for 
minor repairs should be sufficient to cover the expense of 
painting as well as other miscellaneous expense which may 
oceur during the coming year. The building should be painted 
on the outside next year. Plans have been made to cut some 
of the brush which has grown up in the rear of the building. 
This brush is now large enough so that the foliage in the 
spring and fall prevents good illumination in the school room. 

The school is well equipped with textbooks and supplies. 
The probable needs for next year will be an elementary science 
series, a few reference and library materials and miscellaneous 
music supplies. : 


CURRICULUM 
Mr. Edward O. Dale of Winchester has been employed 


for one hour each week to offer rhythm band training and voeal 
training. Plans are now being made for the joint employment 


of a music supervisor by Richmond, Swanzey and Winchester 


for next year. 


TESTING PROGRAM 


The Pintner General Ability tests have been administered 
to every pupil in grades 1 to 8. The intelligence quotients for 


60 


every child have been entered in the pupil records. In addition 
to these tests, achievement tests will be administered during 
the month of March to all eighth grade students. Special tests 
are to be administered to children who are low in ability or 
whose promotion is doubtful.
